000 exemption from both

while the senate committee ap- 
proved the existing provision of 
$40.000 for each. 


The senate group also restored a 


separate $5,000 annual gift exemp- 
tion, which the house had cut to 
$3.000. 


Members of the finance commit- 


tee, which rebuffed the administra- 
tion yesterday on two vital tax 
issues, declared their new business 
tax program would raise more rev- 
enue than that passed by the house. 


Estimated Revenue 


Harrison said the committee-ap- 


proved flat tax on corporation in- 
come would bring in $97.000.000 
more than the undistributed prof- 
its levy, which it would replace 
in the tax revision bill. 


"This does not take into account 


any improvement in business," he 
said. "If business improves, then 
our plan would bring more rev- 
enue to the government."

the aping processes and extending 
the productive life by limiting cal- 
ories cf the diet during the period 
of grcv.'th had revealed a technique 
by winch 
animals can b* kept 


"young" or allowed to proceed in- 
to senescence. 


In laboratory 
experiments, Dr. 


McCay was able to double the nor- 
mal life span of white rats by with- 
holding food of high calories con- 
tent, such as sugars, from their diet. 
One group of animals fed an ade- 
quate diet with calories died after 
;he normal life span of about 600 
days. 


Other groups lived on diets ade- j 


quate ir, every respect 
excepting 


calories. The calories were added1 


to the diet of one group when 300 
days old, others at 500, 750 and 1.- 
000 days. Adding calories hastened 
the rodents 
to maturity, old age 


and death. 


The group that did not have cal- 


ories until 1.000 days old survived 
all of the original 106 rats and lived 
mor-» than 1.200 days.

At this height the rocket will 
discharge 20 or more parachutes to 
which timed bombs are attached by 
high-tensile steel wires. 


The parent rocket is provided 


with its own parachute which blows 
out at the end of the run, thus 
enabling the container to float to 
earth and be retrieved for recharg- 
ing. 


Large numbers of these aerial 


rockets can be discharged every 
minute. They will release colonies 
of 20 to 30 smaller rockets, so cre- 
ating an aerial minefield. Areas of 
sky can be mined as the sea was 
during the last war. The cost of 
these rockets is several hundred 
dollars each. 


The plan has been inspected by 


leading aeronautical experts. The 
period of research and experiment 
is drawing to a close, and soon 
Grindell-Matthews* workshops will 
be manufacturing 
rockets.

Peg lev Cracks Down on 


Hotel Moochery System 


BY WESTBROOK PEGLER 


San Francisco—Mine host the hotel-keeper is a nice enough sort of 


man whose beaming cordiality belies the gnawing headaches of his trade, 
but I am unable to understand why a business Involving such large 
property values, which insists upon respectable rating in the community, 
has been unable to break itself of the low and offensive practice of 
moochery. This refers to the custom of throwing the 
help in several departments of the hotel business on 
the variable generosity of the customers with the 
understanding that they are to live not by wages 
but by alms. 


The hotel trade is conscious of considerable dignity, 


and at least one university has a course of training 
in which the students learn how many pats of butter 
in the pound, how many rubber checks in a hundred 
and how to quell the rejoicing in !Co. 1206 when the 
bottles and furniture begin to rain into the crowded 
street. 


Some of our hotel men are important figures, large- 


scale employers and consumers. They have the tact 
and firmness of diplomats: they know the laws which 
Pegler 


are applicable to their business and many secrets of human nature which 
most of us are unaware of. Yet the employment policy of the entire 
trade in those departments where the hired hands come into contact 
with the customers places both employees and the patrons in an un- 
pleasant and unfair position. 


The employee's pay is not fixed, 


and he may be and often is im- 
posed upon by resentful or stringy 
guests. The guest, on his part, al- 
ways is conscious that he is being 
misused, for when he has paid $2 
for a small sheet of steak, $1.50 for 
half a chicken and 35 cents for a 
sliced orange when oranges are 
wholesaling at a nickel a dozen, 
and has paid, in addition, a service 
charge of 25 cents per head, he is 
likely to believe he has met his 
responsibilities. He feels that the 
boss ought to pay the waiter and 
reflects that the hotel man would 
feel outraged if, on buying a suit 
of clothes, he were required to 
hand the clerk $10 and pay the 
delivery man $1 for bringing it to 
his home. Nevertheless, he pays for 
his food and with the best possible 
show of sporting gameness hands 
the waiter something for himself, 
usually much more than the tra- 
ditional 10 per cent. 
Would be Better Even 
If Prices Were Higher 


Knowing nothing of hotel costs, I 


do not argue that the prices charg- 
ed are high enough to enable the 
management to pay the help fair 
wages. It may be that the hotel 
would have to charge even more in 
that case, but at least the waiter 
and guest would know how they 
stood and the unequal distribution 
of the burden between the shorts 
and the liberals would be correct- 
ed. 


Unions have been making pro- 


gress in the hotel lines, but even 
the organized houses 
still 
pre- 


serve the tip or handout system, 
and no hotel of my acquaintance 
ever has made an effort to conduct 
its business in the same way that 
a department store is run. 


I have had some experience in 


European hotels, where 10 and in 
Spain at least 20 per cent of the 
total was added to the bill for the 
pay of the employees. In franco 
an extra 5 per rent was imposed 
for the cooks and washers, scrub- 
bers and sweepers backstairs who 
were excluded from the original ar- 
rangement. Twenty per cent seem- 
ed high, but it would have been ac- 
ceptable even so if the help had not 
continued to hang around with their 
hands out, great 
files 
of them 


swarming out of the kitchens and 
cellars on checking-out 
day 
to 


mooch a little more with their "au 
revoirs" and door openings. And in 
Naples, notwithstanding Mussolini's 
edict against brigandage, the book- 


keeper reckoned in the date, mul- 
tiplied instead of adding, and fin- 
ally wanted tc assess 15 per cent 
on the telephone and cable tolls, 
which were considerable but repre- 
sented no service by the employ- 
ees. 
Imagine Hotel Officials 
Tipping the Soap Clerk 


It should be possible for the 


American hotel man to establish 
a rate of prices for food and lodg- 
ings sufficient to allow his own 
stpff a fair scale and dispel the 
uncertainty and indecency inherent 
in the pan-handling system. This 
is not Europe and our habits are 
not European, moreover, the ho- 
tel business insists on its dignity 
and importance while preserving a 
type of mendicancy that would not 
be tolerated in other lines of bus- 
iness.

for that reason; and many a home 
gardener 
who could not

heads, felt that his leaf lettuce was 
hardly worth while.

lelluce or romaine. are both bupe- 
rior to bleached heads in vitamin A 
content This vitamin which is so 


essential to the health of children, 
is said to vary in richness in pro- 
portion to the rich green color of 
the leaves. Bleached leaves have 
much less than green leaves. 


Leaf 
lettuce, moreover, when 


freshly picked from the garden; is 
held by good judges to be superior 
to bleached heads in tenderness and 
flavor, and quite as crisp. Like oth- 
er table quality vegetables, it is 


; difficult to market because it loses 
; its crispness quickly, a hindrance 
which does not concern the ama- 
teur, who uses it as soon as he 


j picks it. 


For a bowl salad none is belter 


than the leaf variety, not only be- 
cause of its flavor, but also because 


it accozssjodaies the dressing in a 
manner which Js next to impossible 
with the bleached leaves of head 
lettuce. Famous hotels and resiaur- 
ants invariably uae leaf or romaine 
varieties for their choicest salads. 


Sow your favorite variety of leaf 


lettuce just as soon as the ground 
can be worked. It is better to thin 
out the plants so that they can de- 
velop well, though some gardeners 
do not thin, but allow the plants to 
grow in a" crowded row 
on the j 


theory that the leaves are smaller! 
and more tender that way.

Cos lettuce should be sown at the i 


same time, since it matures later j 
and while it resists summer heat, it 
must make growth before the hot 
spell comes.

If it stands still the leaves will be- 
come bitter. It requires plenty of 


water, and a dose of plant food will 
help speed growth.

be tied together and bleached, if 
you wish. Be sure the leaves are 
dry when you tie them up. Many 
prefer not to bleach the leaves 
preferring their crisp fresh green. 


All lettuces tend to go to seed in 


hot weather, but- a second crop of 
both leaf and cos lettuce can b« 
grown for the fall salads.

"Be kind to all dumb animals 
And give small birds a crumb; 
Be kind to human beings, too. 
They're sometimes pretty dumb." 


Perhaps it would be smart for the chil- 


dren of the world, whatever their age, to 
focus their strongest binoculars upon War 
which seems,to exist nearly every place, 
and see if they may observe the stealthy 
operations of those rogues known as mu- 
nition makers. 


We have built up a gospel in America 


to the effect that munition makers make 
war in order that they may make more 
munitions.

MAN'S INHUMANITY 


The insurgent bombing of the ancient 


and populous city of Barcelona on March 
17 was perhaps the most savage and ruth- 
less attack in its thousand years of history. 
And perhaps the most futile, for it only 
strengthened its inhabitants' determina- 
tion to resist. Here are some bits of the 
news report: 


"It is worse than the front," the peo- 


ple said. That is, the enemy treated the 
women, children and other civilians worse 
than if they had been fighting men. 


There were ten bombing raids in 24 


hourr. It was estimated that 600 people 
were killed and about 
twice as many 


wounded. Hundreds of the wounded were 
trapped in shattered buildings, while res- 
cuers dug for hours to save them and re- 
cover the dead. 


Many thousands took refuge in the 


subways, spending the night there, and 
large numbers of women and children hid 
in shell-craters. More than 200 people 
were killed or wounded when a bomb 
struck a subway entrance. 


The attack seemed directed largely at 


the populous residence sections, destroy- 
ing alike tenements, hotels and business 
buildings. It was impossible for all the 
fire companies to deal with the many con- 
flagrations started. 


Between explosions the 
crying of 


frightened families in their homes was 
heard everywhere on the streets. 


This sort of thing seems to have be- 


come established procedure in modern 
warfare. 
This is what our so-called hu- 


man race does, at the apex of modern 
civilization. 


No race of animals deals so with its 


own kind. If we don't stop, the more 
kindly animals will inherit the earth. 


INCENTIVE TO ACTION" 


First came the automobile. Then came 


the hard-surfaced highway, as we know 
it. 
Construction of highways never has 


caught up with production of motor cars.

Dr. Miler McClintock, director of the 


Harvard University bureau for traffic re- 
search, does not say this will happen. He 
presents the results of his studies for 
what they are worth and lets one draw 
his own conclusions. 
Last week, during 


a safety seminar held in New York City, 
Dr. McClintock did say that present au- 
tomobile production schedules will create 
critical traffic conditions on important 
travel arteries of all American cities in 
another year or so, that 40,000 more per- 
sons will be killed in traffic accidents 
in the United States this year, that 5,000,- 
000 or 6,000,000 persons are potential au- 
tomobile purchasers but that they are 
holding back because they do not want to 
subject themselves to the inconvenience 
of such congestion. 


Men of science who devote their lives 


to the study of phenomena always are 
chary about making predictions. 
They 


realize, better than do others, that proph- 
ecy is risky business. 


Dr. McClintock certainly would not say 


so much, but one who is less cautious can 
suggest that the conditions to which the 
scientist points may provide the greatest 
assurance we have that something will be 
done to improve traffic handling. 


Motor makers have a way of getting 


things done. 
A potential market of the 


proportions Dr. McClintock suggests cer- 
tainly is an incentive to action. 


NO SMALL INCOME TAX 


It is well known that people do not like 


to pay taxes. Wake anybody up in the 
middle of the night and ask him whether 
he wants to pay more than he's paying, 
and you know what the answer will be. 


It is no surprise then to learn that a 


survey made by the Institute of Public 
Opinion that most of the American people 
don't think single men earning less than 
$1,000 a year should pay a federal in- 
come tax. The great majority of single 
men are in that class. They and their 
families and friends naturally don't want 
a federal tax imposed on them. 


The size of the hostile majority, though, 


is remarkable. Four-fifths of the people 
questioned objected to the proposed tax. 
A large part of them must have had no self- 
interest in the matter. Indeed, many op- 
posing the tax must be paying, themselves, 
a tax that would be lightened if the fed- 
eral income tax were given "a broader 
base'' by inclusion of lower incomes. 


And if there is such strong opposition 


to the federal government taxing single 
men of low income levels, what chance 
would such a proposal have with mar- 
ried men of the same levels? It looks as 
if the people in the middle will have to 
keep on paying most of the income taxes.

INBREEDING AND CROSS- 


BREEDING 


Marriage of near-of-kin is for- 


bidden by nearly all peoples, civil- 
ized or uncivilized. Only in ancient 
Egypt and Peru was marriage of 
brother and sister sanctioned in 
the royal families, because of a 
belief that the royal family were 
! a superior race and outside of it 
I there were no suitable mates to 
be found. 


In animal husbandry some such 


consideration, that is. a desire to 
perpetuate superior qualities of se- 
lected stock, favors inbreeding that 
is. the mating of closely related 
individuals. But the closest possible 
inbreeding is the natural way of 
reproduction among many i.lants; 
this is known as self-pollination, in 
which the egg-ceJIs of the plant are 
fertilized by pollen cells produced 
by the same individual. Self-fer- 
tilization or hermaphroditic icpro- 
duction occurs in some animal par- 
asites and fishes. 


Common peas, wheat, oats and 


most other cereals are naturally 
self-fertilizing, 
and 
most 
plants 


thrive best that way. Maize or In- 
dian corn, however, seems to de- 
cline in size and vigor if left to 
self-pollination 
indefinitely: 
but 


racial vigor and size may be fully 
restored by a cross breeding—fer- 
tilization of corn by pollen from a 
plant 
(obtained 
by self-fertiliza- 


tion) of distant kin. 


Animal 
experiments 
indicate 


that close inbreeding has no ill 
effects in the earlier generations 
but if continued through a long 
line eventually brings degenera- 
tion, A steady decline both jn fer- 
tility and in size and vigor or vi- 
tality finally terminates the exper- 
iment. 
In animal economy it is 


generally recognized a-: essential to 
add new blood to .the strain or fam- 
ily at not too great intervals to 
prevent this decline in size, vigor 
and reproductive capacity.

dren result from 
the mating of 


closely 
related 
individuals 
Of 


course, if there is any inherent 
trait in the family, th* marr:?ge of

Something of the sort occurred on 
Pitcairn Island, where ten sailors, 
deserters from 
the Bounty, es- 


tablished themselves, with six na- 
tive men and twelve nativev.omen. 
After twenty years the sole sur- 
vivors of this party, on an island 
one 
mile 
wide, two miles long, 


were one Englishman and'eight or 
nine women and their children. 
After 67 years the population of the 
island had increased to 200—?nd it 
began to be crowded 
Then the 


British government granted their 
petition and removed them to Nor- 
folk Island where they might have 
more room. 
Fifty years later the 


population of Norfolk Island was 
870. mostly descendant; of the Pit- 
cairn Islanders. Some of them lat- 
er voluntarily returned to" Pitcairn. 
In all perhaps a thousand persons, 
out of a cross between English men 
and Tahitian women snd close in- 
breeding among their children. So 
far as the experiment went the re- 
sults were excellent biologically 
and sociologically.

At first' he was almost to agree 
that "understanding" would be ac- 
ceptable in place of agreement but 
just as the news editor was about 
to write it in, the foreign writer 
solemnly suggested that it would be 
wiser and more exact to use "ac- 
cord" rather than "understanding." 


Webster No Help 


Go to the dictionary if you like 


but you will find Webster and the 
others hopelessly provincial. They 
use "understanding" 
to explain 


what constitutes an "agreement" 
and use "agreement" to explain 
what is meant by an "accord." 


After 
pressing foreign service 
writers for definitions we have 
come to a conclusion—wholly our 
own — that an understanding is 
something more than an expecta- 
tion but something less than an 
agreement. An agreement is equal 
to an accord—only not quite. It is 
something more than an under- 
standing but, on the other band, 
less than an accord. 


Now an accord has something of 


old world tenor. It is perhaps Ij 
times an understanding and 1 2-5 
times an agreement but falls at 
least 45 and perhaps 50 per cent 
short of a treaty. 


We wouldn't go into these mat- 
ters ordinarily but in such troub- 
lous times it is well to understand 
clearly what you read. Nations, we 
fear, have fallen in the gap between 
an understanding and an accord.

"I was North. My partner's reason 


for his two club response was that 
the moment he heard the heart bid, 
it appeared to him that the eventu- 
al contract should be some number 
of no trump since, of course, 
he 


never would support hearts, and in 
a match point game would not be 
satisfied with a minor suit con- 
tract. As preparation for the no 
trump he bid clubs, hoping. 
ol 


course, to stave off that lead. As he 
put it, he had no idea that a slam 
would be reached, but 
when he 


heard my jump rebid of hearts it 
appeared that a slam was in sight 
Incidentally. I admit my three 
heart bid was very bad. that 
should merely have rebid 
two 


hearts. I do not blame South for his 
sudden rush of optimism after the 
jump rebid. Although we were us- 
ing the four-five no trump conven- 
tion, South could not think of any 
bid over three hearts, except four 
no trump, that would express his 
general strength and, at the same 
time, insure that he would become 
declarer, with his phoney club suil 
concealed. Therefore, he lied aboui 
his ace holding, trusting that his 
general strength would 
compen- 


sate for his lie. 


"Well, at any rate, there we were 


at six no trump, and West hardly 
could be criticized for failing to 
open from his club king. He led a 
spade. My partner looked terribly 
unhappy as he won with my blank 
ace, and surveyed his prospects. As 
may be seen, he could count only 
two sure spade tricks, one heart 
five diamonds, and one club, a mis- 
erable total of nine. 
There was 


nothing to it except to try to bring 
in the heart suit: He entered his 
hand with a high diamond and lee 
the eight of hearts. West ducked 
and declarer, who was reduced to 
praying for a miracle, put in the 
ten spot. When it held, a glimmer 
of hope appeared in his eyes. The 
heart king was laid down, losing to 
West's ace and, of course, it was al 
over, with victory smiling benevo- 
lently on us. The entire heart suil 
came in and %ve had a trick to spare. 


"Again I admit the luck, 
but 


won't you concede that the two 
club bid did have something to do 
with our amazing success? Yours 
truly.

There is not much I can say aboul 


this hand. My correspondent has 
been fair and humble in his obeis- 
ance to the goddess of luck. As to 
the two club bid, this particular 
type of psychic is by all odds the 
least dangerous. Even in this hanc 
it was not South's two club re- 
sponse that led to such a high con- 
tract. it was largely North's jump 
rebid in hearts. North was at leas' 
one full honor trick short for this 
jump, and if the six no trump con- 
tract had met the fate which it fig- 
ured to meet, it would have been 
almost entirely North's fault.

Sharks of the Pacific 


The Pacific ocean has its share of 


sharks, perhaps more than its share. 


Around the coasts of the islands 


of Japan live the so-called "Japa- 
nese 
sharks." 
They are not so 


"fierce" as many other kinds, but 
they are noted because of their 
strange 
shape. 
They grow to a 


length of six or seven feet, but 
their bodies arc not more than four 
inches thick 
in any part! These 


long, thin fish may make us 1hink 
of eels. 


Gaffing a tiger shark. 


Blue sharks live in the warmer 


parts of the Pacific, as well as in 
the Atlantic. They grow to a length 
of from 12 to 15 feet Sometimes 
they cut into the nets of fishermen 
with their sharp teeth. This makes 
the fishermen look upon them as 
enemies, but far worse is the fact 
that they can harm people. Many 
persons swimming in the ocean 
havt: been hurt or killed by blue 
sharks. 


White sharks arc far larger than 


the blue sharks, and also arc class- 
ed as "man-caters." They reach a 
length of -from 30 io 40 feet; and 


have large sharp teeth of triangle 
shape. 


The white shark has a pointed 


snout, and its mouth is of crescent 
shape. In the stomach of a white 
shark 30 feet long, a young-sea-lion 
was found. The sea-lion weighed 
100 pounds. 


The largest of all living fish is 


the "xvhale shark." It grows to a 
length of 60 feet or more, and is 
found in both the Pacific and the 
Indian oceans. I am glad to say it is 
ciassed as "a harmless fish." that is, 
it appears not to cat people. ' 


When I say that whale sharks arc 


the largest of all living fish, I do 
not mean they are the largest ocean 
animals. Some kinds of whales arc 
far longer (not to speak of their 
far greater bulk) but whales- are 
mammals, not fish. 


Over in China, I heard a great 


deal about shark fins. The fins are 
dried and "cured." Later they are 
boiled and the soft parts arc eaten. 
Sometimes the fins are boiled in 
chicken soup to give them flavor. 


In Shanghai, I was given a bill of 


fare listing many dishes served at a 
certain 
restaurant. Shark's fins 


were listed five times. You could 
get them with 
minced 
chicken, 


boiled chicken or shredded chicken, 
or with scrambled eggs. Shark's 
fins with brown sauce cost five dol- 
lars in Chinese money, or aboui 
$1.50 in our money.

Madison—"Wisconsin's pulp and 


paper industry, fourth largest in 
the state and the largest user of 
bituminous coal, in a brief on file 
•with the public service commission 
today denounced "inflated" railroad 
coal transportation rates and vig- 
orously opposed the request of Wis- 
consin roads for higher intrastatei 
rates on coal. 


Written by J. E. Bryan of Chi- 


cago, the brief was filed on behalf 
of the Wisconsin Paper and 
Pulp 


Manufacturers Traffic association. 
The coal rate case was begun be- 
fore the commission at the capitol 
last August, when nine days were 
taken with testimony of producers, 
shippers, transporters, and users of 
coal. About 75 _days was given the 
parties to submit briefs. Oral argu- 
ments, now scheduled for April 5 
in Madison, were postponed pend- 
ing the interstate commerce com- 
mission decision on the application 
of the nation's railroads for a gen- 
eral 15 per cent freight increase. A 
10 per cent boost was 
recently 


granted. 


Affects Utilities 


Besides the production costs in 


the important paper industry, the 
large use of coal by electric 
and 


gas utilities makes it certain that 
prices of electricity and 
cooking 


•will be affected by any changes in 
coal freight rates, according to pub- 
lic service commission experts. 


Stressing the exigencies of south- 


ern and west coast competition in 
the paper and pulp making indus- 
try, Bryan asserted that higher coal 
rates will be a stiff blow to Wis- 
consin 
manufacturers of 
those 


commodities. 


To the railroads argument 
for 


higher rates. Bryan proposed an 
abandonment of the present "un- 
fair and unreasonable" port equali- 
zation principle, under which rail 
rates from different Lake Michigan 
ports to inland points are equalized 
in order to protect dock operators 
less favorably situated than others. 


"The apparent purpose of this 


plan", according to Bryan's formal 
printed argument, "has been to pro- 
tect the coal dock operator by the 
publication of rates that would per- 
mit the one farthest from point of 


consumption to compete with 
the [ 


operator nearby". 
j 


Some paper manufacturers locat- 


ed relatively near Green Bay, for 
example, are penalized in freight 
rates by 27 per cent because of the 
equalization 
principle, 
Bryan 


charged. 


May Revive Barges 


Pointing out that the 
present 


rates on fine coal from Green Bay 
to Neenah-Menasha and Appleton 
are rates established by threatened 
barge and truck competition, Bryan 
charged the railroads 
with 
bad 


faith in proposing an abolition of 
those special rates, and threatened 
them with the possibility that Fox 
river valley mills will once more 
inaugurate the barge transporta- 
tion system once begun to 
save 


transportation costs. 


Some years ago. Bryan related, 


the mills at Fox river valley points 
"could not accept the high rates 
prescribed for the maximum haul 
of 40 miles or less. 
They sought 


ways and means of 
obtaining 


cheaper transportation and deter- 
mined to use the barge line on the 
Fox river supplemented with the 
use of trucks from river docks to 
their plants". 


"When these arrangements 
had 


been virtually completed the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad of- 
fered a reduction in the rate and it 
was accepted. The mills had every 
right to expect that the rate accept- 
ed by them would not be increased 
in the future. It is in the nature of 
a breach of promise to now seek 
cancellation 
of 
the 
barge-truck 


compelled rates and a return to the 
basis formerly in effect. If that is 
done it will be necessary again to 
seek authority to use the Fox river 
and its docks, for it is a safe con- 
clusion that with trucking costs 
lower than even the present rail 
rates, with barge-truck costs stil! 
lower, the mills will not for long 
accept the high rates the carriers 
seek." 


Bryan's brief also contains an ex- 


tended discussion of the history, 
present problems, and probable fu- 
ture of Wisconsin's paper industry. 
Since in the manufacture of its pro- 
ducts the paper industry uses from 
four to ten cars of raw materials, 
all of them imported from 
else- 


where, the cost of transportation is 
an important element in the ability 
of Wisconsin mills to meet the rap- 
idly developing southern and Pa- 
cific coast paper industry, he point- 
ed out.
